My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gendemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  twenty-seventh  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  County  of  Huntingdon 
for  the  year  1937,  compiled  from  information  obtained  by  the  Staff 
of  the  County  Health  Department,  and  from  various  Reports 
submitted  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  several  Sanitary 
Authorities  within  the  County.  It  is  arranged  in  accordance  with 
the  memorandum  submitted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  showing  the 
various  services  under  separate  headings. 

The  birth  rate  is  14.7  as  compared  with  14.1  in  1936  whilst  the 
death  rate  is  13.4  as  compared  with  12.8  in  1936.  The  Infant 
Mortality  rate  is  46.9  as  against  45.6  in  1936,  whereas  for  England 
and  Wales  it  is  58  per  thousand. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases,  unfortunately  there  were 
more  cases  of  Diphtheria  than  usual  ; out  of  the  101  cases  notified 
60  were  in  Old  Fletton  and  38  in  Norman  Cross.  97  cases  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  and  there  were  4 deaths.  The  new  accommoda- 
tion at  the  Huntingdon  Fever  Hospital  responded  to  the  extra  work 
and  coped  with  it  without  difficulty.  The  Scarlet  Fever  figure  is  low, 
viz.  48  as  against  123  in  1936,  and  of  these  29  were  removed  to 
Hospital  ; there  were  no  deaths.  92  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified 
and  39  deaths  were  recorded.  The  number  of  deaths  is  obtained 
from  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  the  number 
of  cases  by  notification  to  the  Local  Authorities.  One  can  only 
conclude  that  the  number  of  cases  notified  does  not  in  any  sense  of 
the  word  represent  the  incidence  of  disease  in  the  County,  for  accord- 
ing to  the  figures  supplied  from  the  two  sources  it  would  appear 
that  almost  half  the  cases  of  Pneumonia  succumb,  which  is  quite 
untrue. 
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The  increase  in  the  amount  of  Diphtheria  in  the  North  of  the 
County  gave  rise  to  considerable  alarm,  and  a Conference  was  held 
at  Peterborough  on  November  23rd,  1937,  between  the  Chairmen  and 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Peterborough,  Old  Fletton 
Urban  District  Council,  Norman  Cross  Rural  District  Council,  and 
the  County  of  Huntingdon.  A scheme  for  immunization  of  persons, 
particularly  children  of  tender  years,  against  Diphtheria  was  sub- 
mitted and  an  agreement  was  reached  in  principle.  At  a later  date 
Old  Fletton  and  Norman  Cross  concurred  and  introduced  immuniza- 
tion as  part  of  their  Public  Health  work,  but  the  City  of  Peterborough 
was  not  agreeable.  It  is  rather  to  be  deplored  because  the  North  of 
the  County  and  the  City  of  Peterborough  are  so  intimately  associated 
in  every  way  and  it  is  pretty  certain  that  if  Diphtheria  rs  present  in 
one  area  it  will  also  be  present  in  another.  Immunization  does  not 
take  effect  immediately  but  if  properly  performed  it  will  protect  a 
person  for  some  years  against  Diphtheria.  It  is  too  soon  to  state 
what  is  the  effect  of  Immunization  but  up  to  the  present  the  results 
appear  to  be  encouraging. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  has  slightly  increased,  but 
too  great  stress  must  not  be  placed  on  these  figures  because  in  a 
County  of  such  small  population  variations  are  inevitable. 

The  death  rate  was  slightly  higher.  Cancer  is  about  the  same, 
and  31  persons  succumbed  to  violence. 

The  ascertainment  of  Mental  Deficiency  is  proceeding  satis- 
factorily and  work  in  the  Three  Counties  Hospital  on  Alental  Illness 
is  increasing  in  importance.  With  the  re-organization  of  the  Institu- 
tion still  better  results  are  hoped  for  in  the  future. 

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  considerable  progress  was  made 
in  the  re-organization  of  the  Nursing  Associations  and  in  financial 
assistance  for  midwifery.  That  assistance  was  very  considerable  and 
apart  from  augmenting  the  salaries  of  the  Midwives  to  bring  them 
up  to  a reasonable  standard,  money  was  forthcoming  for  the  purchase 
and  upkeep  of  their  cars.  It  is  unfortunate  that  midwifery  has  over- 
shadowed general  nursing  for  the  Nursing  Associations  were  primarily 
formed  many  years  ago  as  voluntary  Associations  for  the  ^irsing  of 


the  sick.  Midwifery  was  at  that  time  in  the  hands  of  the  “Mrs. 
Gamp”  class  of  person,  and  it  is  only  since  the  beginning  of  this 
century  that  the  first  Midwives  Act  gave  the  practising  Midwife  an 
official  status.  Since  then  midwifery  has  been  pushed  at  the  expense 
of  general  nursing,  and  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  Nursing 
Associations  should  be  subsidized  for  sick  nursing.  The  proportion 
on  which  we  have  to  act  is  on  the  supposition  that  the  District 
Nurses  devote  half  their  time  to  midwifery  and  the  other  half  to 
general  nursing.  In  order  to  keep  the  Associations  afloat  financially, 
help  has  been  extended  more  generously  on  the  midwifery  side 
because  there  is  a grant  from  the  Central  Authorities  for  this  service 
whereas  there  is  no  specific  grant  to  the  County  Council  for  nursing. 
It  is  high  time  that  a grant  for  nursing  be  made  by  the  Central 
Authorities  to  place  general  nursing  in  an  equally  favourable  position. 
Under  section  178  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  a County  Council 
may  contribute  towards  the  support  of  any  Association  for  the 
provision  of  Nurses,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  greater  part  of  this 
money  would  have  to  come  out  of  the  rates  and  not  from  the  Central 
Authority. 


Attendances  at  the  Clinics  are  increasing  and  in  Huntingdon 
it  was  found  that  the  temporary  accommodation  at  the  back  of 
Gazeley  House  was  quite  inadequate.  This  was  especially  the  case 
in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  Orthopaedic  Departments. 
In  the  former  40  to  50  mothers  and  their  children  attending  one 
session  is  quite  a usual  occurrence.  The  Committee  have  purchased 
Castle  Hill  House,  the  ground  floor  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  use 
as  a Clinic  ; this  accommodation  should  be  more  satisfactory. 

The  Accredited  Milk  Scheme  has  been  practically  stationary 
during  the  year.  During  1936,  57  licences  were  issued  and  in  1937, 
56.  As  has  been  mentioned  before  in  reports,  many  farmers  have 
merely  turned  to  milk  because  they  were  unable  to  sell  beef  profitably. 
From  what  one  can  see  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  likelihood  of 
any  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Accredited  Producers  in  the 
future  unless  circumstances  alter  very  considerably.  It  would  appear 
to  be  more  reasonable  to  raise  the  standard  of  production  all  round 
up  to  the  level  of  the  Accredited  Producer  by  insisting  that  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  was  carried  out  to  the  letter.  If  Sanitary 
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Authorities  would  do  this  the  necessity  for  regulations  relating  to 
Accredited  Milk  would  hardly  arise. 

Under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  the  County  Council  has  very 
definitely  an  interest  in  Rural  housing  and  a default  interest  in  Urban 
housing.  In  order  to  find  out  how  matters  stood  at  the  present 
time,  a return  was  asked  for  from  the  District  Councils  showing  their 
activities  up  to  the  end  of  1937,  a summary  of  which  is  attached  to 
the  report.  There  appears  to  have  been  some  misunderstanding  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  Authorities  as  to  the  filling  in  of  the  returns, 
and  the  matter  will  come,  in  due  course,  before  the  appropriate 
Committee  for  further  consideration.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Small  Pox.  The  County  Council  has  taken  over  the  house 
reserved  for  Small  Pox  at  Stonely  for  the  use  of  the  whole  County. 
This  would  not  be  adequate  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic,  nor  could 
any  County  of  the  size  of  Huntingdonshire  be  expected  to  maintain 
an  Institution  sufficiently  large.  The  only  possibly  solution  is  that 
the  various  Counties  combine  to  provide  an  adequate  number  of  beds 
in  one  place,  relying  on  the  fact  that  a Small  Pox  epidemic  is  not 
likely  to  arise  in  more  than  one  area  at  the  same  time. 

Tuberculosis.  Arrangements  with  Papworth  Colony  and 
other  Institutions  for  Adults. 

Non-Pulmonary — Beds  have  to  be  secured  outside,  chiefly 
at  Mansfield  Hospital. 

Children.  Children’s  Wards  at  Huntingdon  General  Hospital, 
a voluntary  Institution. 

Orthopaedic.,  Arrangements  with  Manfield  Hospital 
Northampton  and  their  special  Clinic  at  Peterborough.  Clinics  at 
Huntingdon,  and  St.  Ives. 

Other.  Nil. 

No  institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate 
Children  or  Plomeless  Children. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  County  Council,  through  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee,  which  was  the  only  Committee  of  the 
County  Council  authorised  to  maintain  an  ambulance  have  an 
excellent  ambulance  in  Huntingdon  suitable  for  recumbent  cases. 
They  also  have  a large  touring  saloon  suitable  for  sitting  cases.  There 
is  also  an  ambulance  available  at  Wansford.  It  is  owned  by  Collier’s 
Garage,  Telephone  Wansford  4,  and  is  available  for  use  upon  payment. 
The  Huntingdonshire  County  Council  Ambulance  cannot  in  the 
ordinary  way  go  outside  the  County  on  long  journeys  in  case  an 
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emergency  case  arose  during  its  absence,  but  the  one  at  Wansford  is 
available  for  long  distance  work.  The  Brick  Company  has  an 
ambulance  and  trained  personnel,  but  this  is  for  the  use  of  their 
employees  and  their  families. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  — Voluntary  Centres  at  Fletton, 
Staughton,  Sawtry,  Huntingdon,  Ramsey,  St.  Ives  and  St.  Neots. 
School  Clinics — Huntingdon,  Old  Fletton,  Ramsey,  St.  Ives  and 
St.  Neots.  Tuberculosis  Dispensary — Huntingdon  and  Fletton. 
Venereal  Disease — Peierborough  and  Addenbroke’s  Hospital, 
Cambridge.  There  are  two  Clinics  at  Fletton — Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Voluntary  Clinic,  and  one  held  at  Council  Office,  High 
Street,  Old  Fletton,  provided  by  the  Hunts.  County  Council.  The 
Clinics  at  Huntingdon  are  also  provided  by  the  Hunts.  County 
Council. 

Infectious  Diseases.  There  are  no  arrangements  for 

nursing  in  the  homes. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes.  There  are  three 
Institutions  registered  : — the  County  Flospital  and  two  Private 
Nursing  Homes  supervised  ; no  other  applications  have  been 
received  for  registration.  All  cases  of  maternal  deaths  are  investigated. 

Legislation  in  Force.  There  are  no  adoptive  Acts  in  force 
in  the  County,  although  one  or  two  sections  of  the  Acts  have  been 
adopted. 

St.  Ives  Rural  District  and  Ramsey  Urban  District  Joint 

Water  Schme. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  completed  scheme  submitted 
by  the  St.  Ives  Rural  District  Council  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
the  parishes  of  Bluntisham-cum-Earith,  Broughton,  Bury,  Colne, 
Holywell-cum-Needingworth,  Oldhurst,  Pidley-cum-Fenton,  Somer- 
sham,  Warboys,  Wistow  and  Woodhurst.  This  is  a joint  scheme 
which  will  also  supply  the  Urban  District  of  Ramsey. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  scheme 
which  will  have  to  be  borne  by  the  St.  Ives  Rural  District  Council 
will  be  £38,600  10s.  lOd.,  less  a grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
of  £6000. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Councirs  arrangements  for  assisting  water 
supply  in  rural  districts,  the  Committee  recommend  the  Council  to 
express  their  willingness  to  implement  the  undertaking  already  given 
to  the  Rural  District  Council  and  to  make  a grant  of  25  per  cent  of 
the  loan  charges  on  the  capital  expenditure,  after  deducting  the 
Ministry’s  grant.  This  grant  will  be  subject  to  the  conditions  that 
the  Rural  District  Council  make  a grant  not  less  than  that  now  offered 
by  the  County  Council  and  to  a Certificate  by  the  County  Surveyor 
that  the  work  has  been  satisfactorily  completed. 


Other  Sanitary  Conditions. 

Schools.  £ he  water  supply  of  schools  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  area  in  which  they  are  situate.  The  Report  of  the  Health  of  the 
scholars  is  included  in  the  Report  to  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  School  Medical  Officer.  Prevention  of  spread  of  Infectious 
Disease  is  in  keeping  with  the  Board  of  Education’s  Memoranda. 


Health  Education.  Certain  pamphlets  are  issued  with 
regard  to  Infectious  Diseases  such  as  whooping  Cough,  Measles, 
etc.,  and  the  Medical  Officers  from  time  to  time  talk  on  matters  of 
health  at  the  meetings  of  the  Women’s  Institutes. 

Rag  Flock  Acts.  Not  applicable  to  this  County. 


Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

There  is  no  laboratory  for  the  examination  of  food  in  the  County, 
but  samples  are  analysed  at  Cambridge  and  Peterborough. 

No  special  investigation  of  Cancer  has  been  conducted.

DEATH-RATE. 

There  were  756  deaths  altogether  registered  belonging  to  the 
County.  This  number  included  those  deaths  which  took  place  out- 
side the  County,  and  excludes  *^non-resident”  i.e.,  those  which  took 
place  in  the  County  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District. 

The  death-rate  was  13.4  per  1000  as  against  12.8  for  1936. 

In  the  Urban  Districts  344  deaths  were  registered  with  a 
death-rate  of  13.0  per  1000,  and  in  the  Rural  Districts  412  deaths 
were  registered  making  a death-rate  of  13.6  per  1000.

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  means  the  number  of  children 
who  die  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  proportion  to  one  thousand 
births. 

In  1937  there  were  39  infants  deaths  and  in  1936  the  number 
was  36  making  a rate  of  infant  mortality  per  1000  births  46.9  as 
against  45.6  in  1936.

MIDWIVES  ACT. 

During  the  year  1937  the  inspection  was  continued  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  County  Superintendent. 

Thirty-seven  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in 

the  area  during  the  year,  thirty-four  being  still  in  practice  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Thirty-five  midwives  worked  in  connection  with  the  Nursing 
Associations,  two  were  in  private  practice  and  two  were  midwives 
in  the  Public  Assistance  Institutions, 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

One  hundred  and  forty-three  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
notices  were  received  from  midwives  under  the  Regulations  of  the 
Central  Midwives  Board,  as  having  sent  for  medical  help.

The  Hon.  Secretary,  County  Nursing  Association  reports  as  follows  : 

Scheme  to  Comply  with  Mid  wives’  Act,  1936. 

The  Scheme  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  comply 
with  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936  has  on  the  whole,  thanks  to  the  co- 
operation of  the  District  Associations  worked  very  well.  Nurses 
have  taken  their  Post  Graduate  courses,  one  each  month,  and  it  is 
felt  that  they  have  derived  benefit  and  pleasure  from  these  courses. 

A second  Relief  Nurse  will  be  engaged  as  soon  as  possible  to 
relieve  during  holidays,  and  to  help  in  certain  districts  which  are 
overworked. 

The  first  Relief  nurse  has  been  entirely  occupied  in  relieving 
nurses  takinf^  Post  Graduate  Courses,  and  it  is  felt  that  a second 
nurse  will  ease  the  pressure,  and  enable  us  to  maintain  an  efficient 
Nursing  Service  throughout  the  County. 

Cars. 

We  have  overspent  our  County  Council  grant  of  £700  by  a con- 
siderable amount  as  several  new  cars  were  needed  during  the  year. 
In  addition  to  the  car  for  the  Relief  nurse,  two  districts  previously 
worked  by  nurses  on  bicycles  have  had  to  have  cars. 

Telephones. 

Each  nurse  now  has  a telephone.  A grant  to  meet  the  cost  of 
this  service  is  also  given  by  the  County  Council. 
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Equipment. 

A good  deal  of  time  and  thought  has  been  given  to  the  question 
of  Equipment  and  each  nurse  has  been  supplied  with  a special 
Midwifery  outfit.  We  also  have  a scheme  whereby  the  expectant 
mother  can  purchase  a complete  outfit  for  her  use  for  the  sum  of 
5/-.  We  wish  to  stress  the  importance  to  the  mother  of  a clean 
and  sterile  outfit,  and  to  point  out  that  the  cost  is  extremely  low.

ACCREDITED  MILK. 

Reluctance  of  producers  to  apply  for  a licence  is  due  to  several 
causes,  the  principal  ones  being  the  uncertainty  of  the  future  of  the 
Milk  Market,  and  the  difficulties  encountered  by  farmers  who  rent 
farms  to  induce  their  landlords  to  alter  their  premises  to  render  them 
reasonably  suitable  for  the  production  of  clean  milk.  As  has  been 
pointed  out  before,  many  of  the  sheds  were  not  intended  for  the 
production  of  milk  but  for  the  housing  of  cattle  to  be  used  for  beef. 
The  method  by  which  milk  is  graded  bacteriologically  may  have 
something  to  do  with  their  reluctance,  and  the  following  table  shows 
month  by  month  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  of 
the  milk  of  Accredited  Producers.
